The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical features of the Group I invention is: placing guide bolts with the 
vertical parts prior to placing in an open area of the formwork as well as guiding the 
formwork in a slide fastener-like manner as well as vertical adjustment of the guide bolt 
while bringing the built-in parts into a planar position flush with the wall surface. The 
special technical features of the Group I invention is: guide angle pieces form a guide 
opening and are fixed to clamping devices of the formwork. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
